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New doctor for Didsbury

In just over a week a physician will be 
moving his family and his medical prac¬ 
tice to Didsbury. 

Dr. Andrew Jackson, along with wife 
Cathy and children Sage, Hunter, and 
Brooke, have been living in Pincher 
Creek for the past nine years. 

In addition to being a rural physician 
for the area during that stretch, Andrew 
has served as a medical examiner for 
the Region since 2000. 

He has also been involved in the 
Associate Medical Clinic's Primary 
Healthcare Initiative, Chronic 
Disease clinic and the Capacity 
Building Initiative, and was the practice 
leader in Shared Mental Health. As a 
result, Andrew was nominated 
for the Alberta Rural Physician Award 
of Distinction in 2003 and the Early 
Careerist Award in 2006. 

The Jacksons' move to Didsbury is 
thanks to a few reasons, says Cathy. 


“We were at a stage in our lives where 
Andrew was looking for new challenges 
and a place closer to my family in 
Calgary,” she said. 

“He was particularly interested in 
starting his own clinic. We looked 
around for awhile at all the vacancies 
for doctors around Alberta 

and decided that Didsbury had the 
package that we were looking for." 

The Jacksons say being part of a 
close-knit community is something 
that’s important to them. 

"Andrew prefers rural medicine as he 
likes the diversity of general practice 
and hospital work. We also liked the 
choice of 

excellent schools in the area for our 
kids. In summary, Didsbury would be a 
great place to work and raise our fami¬ 
ly .’’ 

The Jacksons say they didn’t hear 
about the shortage of doctors in 
Didsbury, but add the problem is some¬ 
thing many towns throughout the 
province are currently experiencing. 


“We came across this community 
because we were researching all the 
communities needing doctors and felt 
that 

this community had what we wanted 
for our family. We were impressed with 
how active the town council, as well as 
other people in the community have 
been to work on helping physicians to 
come here,” said Cathy. “Everyone we 
have met has been friendly 
and helpful and that really impressed 
us.” 

The bursary made available by the 
Town of Didsbury is something the 
Jacksons felt was a useful bonus in 
their decision. 

“The financial incentive that the town 
will provide was a definite factor in 
helping us to set up here. That and the 
opportunity to work with 
Brad Blatz and Value Drug Mart team 
to build the new clinic. The financial 
incentive will enable us to buy needed 
medical supplies and 
equipment to stock the clinic." 


Andrew completed his medical degree 
at the Otago Medical school in Dunedin, 
New Zealand in 1995. 

Cathy grew up in Calgary and com¬ 
pleted a B.A. in Pyschology and a B.Se. 
in Occupational Therapy at the 
University of Alberta. She worked for a 
couple of years at the Royal Alexandra 
hospital in Edmonton before leaving to 
travel the world. “I worked in the 
United Kingdom and travelled 
Europe and Africa before heading 
down through Southeast Asia, Australia 
and New Zealand.” 

The couple met during Cathy’s world 
travels, working as an occupational 
therapist and came across Andrew in 
the hospital residence 
complex in Invercargill, a town on the 
bottom of the South Island of New 
Zealand. 

Didsbury’s newest doctor was born in 
Rotorua and grew up mainly in Taupo, 
New Zealand. Taupo is a town beside a 
huge lake of the same name in the cen¬ 
tre of the North Island.

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Clinic to open next month

To help serve a growing local need, a new medical 
clinic called the Silverfern Medical Clinic is slated to 
open in Didsbury next month. 

According to Town of Didsbury economic develop¬ 
ment coordinator, Colleen Gustavson, the new clinic, 
which will sit next to Value Drug Mart on main street, 
has room for up to four doctors. 

The town’s latest physician, Dr.Andrew Jackson says 
the name of the clinic is significant. 

Jackson is a native of New Zealand, where the 
Silverfern is a national symbol. 

Presently, there are three doctors’ offices in 
Didsbury, with three doctors who are considered local. 
Additionally outside doctors, including some from 
Carstairs, have privileges at the Didsbury Hospital, 
where they assist with on-call duty and emergency 
room work. 

Dr. Segun Adewale, who has maintained a temporary 
clinic in the Didsbury Hospital, will he moving his prac¬ 


tice to the new main street clinic, and will be joined by 
Dr. Andrew Jackson. 

In an effort to entice doctors to move their practice 
to Didsbury, the town has offered a loan, something 
Gustavson says has been useful in their campaign. 

“The bursary has been very well received and much 
appreciated by the doctors,” she said. “It helps to tran¬ 
sition moving and setup costs. 1 feel that the structure 
of the loan is excellent. The intention is to assist doc¬ 
tors with transition, and that they will be attracted to 
our wonderful community because it is a great place to 
live and practise medicine, not because of financial 
gain or incentive.” 

Gustavson says efforts are continuing as the town 
looks to attract doctors to Didsbury. 

“We are in constant contact with the health authority 
and local hospital to maintain a good working relation¬ 
ship and understanding of the needs and opportuni¬ 
ties,” she said, adding that a recent collaboration with 
the Calgary Health Region to discuss ways in which to 
improve the town’s overall vitality, called the Healthy 
Communities program will be a positive for everyone.

province’s economy. 

In particular the current boom times have 
created an acute shortage of labour in many 
sectors and a shortage of affordable housing in 
many communities, including in Didsbury. 

And make no mistake, if those related pressures 
are not dealt in a prompt fashion, there is a real 
danger that Alberta’s good times could turn to bad 
times in a big hurry. 

The Canadian Federation of Independent 
Business (CFIB) is one group that is worried that 
the shortage of labour is putting Alberta’s boom 
times on shaky ground. 

According a recent survey by the CFIB, more 
than six per cent of jobs at Alberta companies 
went unfilled for at least four months in 2007. 
That represents a shortage of 54,000 jobs. 

“Even with current economic uncertainties, our 
demographics suggest that the shortage of 
qualified labour is a problem that is not going 
away anytime soon," said Danielle Smith, CFIB’s 
Alberta Director. 

As well, the CFIB said the shortage of labour in 
the province has lead to 50 per cent of Alberta 
employers experiencing trouble getting their 
products and services to market. 

If business owners find they cannot afford to do 
business in Alberta, who could blame them for 
moving their operations to other provinces, 
territories or even other countries? 

“In the upcoming provincial budget, the busi¬ 
ness community will be looking for tax cuts to 
help them deal with the extra costs of doing busi¬ 
ness, such as rapidly rising salaries," said Smith. 

So what, if anything, can the provincial 
government do to meet the labour challenge? 

First and foremost the Stelmach Tories need to 
start doing much more to address the housing 
shortage. While many workers from other 
jurisdictions would like to move to Alberta, the 
astronomical cost of housing is stopping that 
necessary immigration in its tracks. 

If it’s a choice between staying in their home 
provinces or coming to Alberta and bankrupting 
themselves with housing costs, can workers be 
blamed for staying away? 

It’s high time for the government to take a 
leading role in the construction of very large scale 
apartment complex projects, like Alberta saw in 
the 1960s. 

Instead of the current urban sprawl seen in most 
cities - and in many mral communities for that 
matter - Alberta needs to start seeing high-rise 
apartments made available for young families and 
for working people of all ages. 

The top priority for the new Stelmach 
government must be addressing growth issues.

Things are settling down at 
Westglen School after all the media 
attention. Principal Jeff Thompson 
says that students are getting back to 
their regular routines quicker than 
anybody, “For the most part the kids 
have moved on". 

Like all of us caught in a crisis 
serious enough to attract big media 
attention, Jeff believed, “..it could 
never happen to me”. I know the feel¬ 
ing well. As principal about twenty 
years ago I remember the media 
circus descending on the High 
School after an ex student died with 
others in a horrific crash on highway 
2 at the end of a police chase. That, 
like this episode, was an event hap¬ 
pening outside school but having an 
enormous impact on the feelings of 
students and staff alike. 

In a letter home to parents soon 
after this story broke Jeff refers to 
the support the school had received 
already: 

“As trying as this week has been, 
the community has had an opportuni¬ 
ty to voice their belief in this school 
Parents have come in to speak with 
me many times and although the ini¬ 
tial conversation would start with 
concern for their child’s safety they 
would always end with positive acco¬

“I have a huge belief in the school 
and the people here. We have such a 
solid staff - a building full of caring 
adults - it is a good place to be.
